SOOOESTIONS.—The Austin Reveille 


makes the following suggestions: 


The July bill rendered for the sup- 


port of Nevada's insane patients at 
Stockton, California, has just been paid. 
It was $4,610—a little over §150 a day. 
There are two very important matters 
for the two political parties to consider 
in the present campaign, the caring for 
our insane at home and the creation of 
a State Board of Equalization. If the 
State is not in a condition to put up a 
building for an insane asylum, there 
would be no difficulty in finding parties 
glad to get the same contract running 
with Clark & Co. at Stockton, which 
would be the means of leaving a good 
portion of the money expended in our 
own State. A State Board of Equaliza- 
tion would so regulate and increase the 
taxes to an extent that would in a largo 
measure assist in the support of an in- 
sane asylum. Both parties should see 
to it that the county conventions nomi- 
nate men for the Legislature who are 
favorable to a change in the present 
system of caring for our insane and the 
creation of a State Board of Equaliza- 
tion. A Board of this character has 
proven a success in California, and 
would in this State. The assessing of 
railroad property would not only be 
simplified bat equalized and a proper 
value placed thereon. 


IB, taken by itself, no reason why he 
should be elected. D. 0. Mills has the 
same interest and is likewise a non-resi- 
dent. Parties in New York own mining 
stock in many of the prominent mines 
in this State, and are equally interested 
in the general business prosperity and 
welfare of this State and are equally 
entitled to claim the right to represent 
us in the United States Senate.

William Sharon, Nevada's Senator 


from California, is on the Comstock. 
His visit to Nevada at the present time 
is supposed to be for the purpose of 
gl.ncing over the political field, and in- 
terviewing his friends on the Senatorial 
question. Though he has not publicly 
announced himself as a candidate for 
re-election, it is understood that he is 
in the field for the place. It is proba- 
ble that in consequence of a vague sus- 
picion, which even the endorsement of 
his Senatoral career by the Austin Con- 
vention cannot remove from his mind, 
that the people of Nevada do not 
recognize the necessity of re-electing a 
non-resident of the State to represent 
them in the Senate, that he may be 
publicly known in the canvass as a can- 
didate. 
This, his friends could at- 


tribute vo his excessive modesty when 
exacting secret pledges from legislative 
candidates to support him, in return 
for coin influences to secure their elec- 
tion. It is asserted that nearly all the 
hold-over Senators are pledged to sup- 
port him, and it is expected that Pown- 
ing of Washoe, and Kaiser of Churchill, 
who are not, as well as fractious mem- 
bers who may be elected in November, 
can be managed by the caucus, which, 
of course, will be controlled as Mr. 
Tritle expressed it, "By coin or un- 
worthy promises." 


Two years ago the Republican Con- 


vention of this county adopted a resolu- 
tion demanding the resignation of Mr. 
Sharon, yet if reports are true, a Sena- 
tor elected on that platform is under 
obligations to vote for Mr. Sharon, in 
the event of bis being a candidate for 
re-eiection.

but tbe boundary between tbe powers delegated 
aud those reserved is to be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals. 


FOPULAB EDUCATION. 


Third—The work of popular education is one 


left to the care ol tuo several States, but it is the 
duty of the National Government to aid that 
work to the extent of its constitutional ability. 
The intelligence of tbe nation is but the aggre- 
gate ot the Intelligence in the several States, and 
tbe destiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
the gunlns of any one State, but by the average 
genius of all.
